WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today completed his 
plans for the remainder of the cam- 
paign which included what White 
House officials described as four 
major addresses and appearances 
in Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Delaware. . 

The chief executive will remain 
in Washington until around mid- 
night Tuesday, when he will leave 
for Bayonne, N. J., where he will 
board a boat Wednesday which will 
take him to ceremonies planned at 
the Statue of Liberty. 

Returning to active campaigning 
the next day, he will go to Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., Harrisburg, Philadel- 
phia, Camden, N. J., Wilmington, 
Del, and back to Washington 
Thursday night. He will speak in 
all of the cities except Philadelphia. 

Leaving Washington next Friday 
afternoon, he will go by train to 
New York and speak at the 
Academy of Music in Brooklyn, The 
next morning he will spend at 
Democratic headquarters in the 
Biltmore Hotel in New York City,

They are known 
as the “business men’s dinners for 
Roosevelt.” Monday he will dedi- 
tate a new chemistry building at 
Howard University here. 

Good weather may indtice him to 
sail tomorrow on a week-end cruise 
down the Potomac to rest.

On the New England tour, from 
which he returned to the capital 
early today, Roosevelt motored 
nearly 300 miles and greeted shout- 
ing crowds in Rhode Island, Mas-

CLIPPER PLANE ARRIVES 
IN CHINA WITH 20 PASSENGERS 


Completes First Comercial Flight 
Across Pcific From the U. 8.

HONGKONG, Oct. 23.—A trail- 
blazing American clipper ship 
landed today in Hongkong Har- 


bor, the first commercial airplane 
te span the Pacific Ocean. 

The -Philippine Clipper, with 20 
passengers aboard, arrived at 4:10 
p. m. today from Manila. 

It was a dramatic sight for old- 
timers—a modern clipper ship glid- 
ing over the waters at the mouth 
of the sampan-dotted Pearl River. 
The landfall a century ago was the 
goal of many swift Yankee clipper 
ships. 

Hongkong is scheduled to be- 
come the Eastern terminus for the 
new clipper service from the Unit- 
ed States mainland to the Orient.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Oct, 28.— 
A Federal Court jury here today 
convicted four of the defendants in 
the $1,011,000 Omaha bond forgery 
case and were sent back to the 
jury room for further deliberations 
on the case of the fifth. 

Those convicted of using the 
mails to defraud and of furthering 
a conspiracy to circulate forged 
City of Omaha bonds were Mrs. Be 
rena Lester, Connie Curcio, Eddie 
Morris and William B. Egan. 

The jurors, who deliberated six 
hours, told Judge Albert L. Reeves 
they had been unable to agree on 
a verdict in the case of Patrick C. 
Fitzpatrick, former deputy sheriff 
of Woodbury County, Ia., who is al- 
leged to have held some of the 
forged bonds for Frank Beddow 
while Beddow was in jail there. 

After some brief additional in- 
structions, Judge Reeves asked the. 
jurors to “go back and work a little 
longer on the case.” 

Beddow, alleged to-have been the. 
leader of the group charged with 
having participated in the bond 
deal, pleaded guilty and testified 
for the Government, as did 14 
others of the defendants in the 
case. 

None of the defendants has been 
sentenced, pending a decision in the 
Fitzpatrick case.

BERLIN, Oct. 23.—Complete and 
concrete Italian-German accord was 
announced today by Count Galeazzo 
Ciano, Premier Mussolini's son-in- 
law, and Italian Foreign Minister, 
following a series of conversations 
with Baron Konstantin Von Neur- 
ath, German Foreign Minister. 

‘Count Ciano said the rapproche- 
ment, which he described as “neith- 
er a pact nor an alliance,” merely 
awaits formal ratification by Fueh- 
rer Adolf Hitler in their meeting at 
Berch tomorrow. 

Wilhelmstrasse .circles meanwhile 

talked of a proposed . French-Ger- 
man understanding as a European 
“Rock of Péace.” 
Although viewed with suspicion 
by French officials as an intrigue 
to: “freeze out” Russia and break 
up the French-Soviet military as- 
sistance pact—thereby paving the 
way.for Germany to attack Rus- 
sia—high Nazi quarters were un- 
daunted. 

In Rome, informed: sources said 
the Italian-German protocol would 
include far-reaching decisions for 
a united front on the Locarno pact, 
the League of Nations, the Austrian 
and Danubian questions, Italian- 
German economic relations, a cam- 
paign against Bolshevism, and re- 
fusal to recognize any other than 
the Fascist (insurgent) government 
in Spain.

MOSCOW, Oct. 23.—Soviet Rus- 
sia announced tonight it refused to 
consider itself bound any longer by 
the European “hands off Spain” 
agreement. Russia said it could not 
consider itself bound to a greater 
extent than the other participants. 

Russia has contended it has defi- 
nite proof three other participants 
in the agreement, Italy, Germany 
and Portugal, have aided Spanish 
rebels with war materials. 


Its announcement came while 
the neutrality committee, in Lon- 
don, was in the midst of a secret 
session to consider charges and 
counter-charges of neutrality 
breaches. 

Called “Scrap of Paper.”  . 

A communication handed to Lord 
Plymouth, British chairman of the 
neutrality group, by Ivan M. 
Maisky, the Soviet Ambassador to 
London, said the neutrality agree- 
ment had become a scrap of paper. 

It asserted other governments 
must have the right to supply arms 
to the constituted government of 
Spain, and that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment must have a right to pur- 
chase arms abroad, 

Whether Russia actually will 
ship munitions to Spain’ was not 
made clear and it was stated the 
Soviet Union is retaining a voice 
in the non-intervention committee. 

“The Soviet Government,” Am- 
bassador Maisky told Lord Plym- 
outh, “does not desire any longer 
to hold itself responsible for the 
present situation, which is obvi- 
ously unfair to the legal Spanish 
Government and citizenry, and 
hereby is compelled to declare that 
in connection with its declaration 
of Oct. 7, it cannot consider itself 
tied to the non-intervention agree- 
ment or to any oath of the partici- 
pants.” 

(On Oct. 7 Moscow made its 
charges against the Fascist coun- 
tries.) 

Text of Message. 

The text of his communication 
follows: 

“Having accepted the agreement 
on non-interference, the govern- 
ment of the Soviet Union expected 
this agreement would be fulfilled 
by all participants, and that in 
consequence the length of the civil 
war in Spain, as well as the num- 
ber of victims, would be reduced. 

“It has been shown, however, 
that this agreement is being sys- 
tematically violated by several par- 
ticipants. The insurgents are be- 
ing supplied with arms with im- 
punity.

Four Daytime Raids Made 
on Capital, But Center 
of City Is Not Attacked 
—Leaflets Demand Loy- 
alists’ Surrender.

MADRID, Oct. 23.—Fascist air 
planes, in their first daytime raids 
on Madrid, flew over the capital 
four times today while terrified 
women ran through the streets. 
Anti-aircraft guns were fired 
from roofs of the beseiged city. The 
damage, however, was negligible 
and Government leaders thought 
the repeated raids were intended 
merely to demoralize Madrid. 

No attempt was made to drop 
bombs on the city proper, although 
one of two planes sprayed the brick 
walls of Montana Barracks, scene 


of a short-lived revolt in the —* 


Residents of the area scurried for 
cover as the plane swooped down 
amid bursting anti-aircraft shells. 
Later, it dropped several small 
bombs in open fields northwest of 
Madrid. 

Leaflets Dropped on City. 

The first visit was at 8:30 a. m., 
when two bombers circled high 
over the city, dropping leaflets de- 
manding surrender of the capital. 

Anti-aircraft guns on the Min 
istry of War Building and at other 
points went into action, but the 
bombers were flying too high to be 
reached. The bombers then flew 
to the outskirts of Madrid, where 
they were joined by several pursuit 
planes. Flying low over Cuatro 
Vientos airport on the edge of the 
capital, the planes dropped several 
small bombs. 

The second visit was at 10:15 a. 
m., when two pursuit planes flew 
over the city and thence to the 
south. The third visit, at 1:10 p. 
m., was much shorter than the 
others, and included the Montana 
Barracks attack. At 3:45 p. m. the 
two bombers again circled the city, 
but made no attempt to attack. 

At the same time the Fascist air 
force conducted an attack on Gov- 
ernment lines along the Western 
and southern fronts near Madrid, 
particularly the region of Mostoles, 
10 miles southwest of the capital. 

New Army Moves Out. 

The new Workers’ Army of 100,- 
000 marched across the plains of 
Castile to meet the enemy. 

Madrid’s new war leader, the vet- 
eran General, Sebastian Pozas, who 
replaced Gen. Jose Asensio, ordered 
the War Department to work to- 
ward waging a counter offensive 
near Torrejon de la Calzada, 16 
miles south of the capital, and to 
speed concrete trench-work con- 
struction around Madrid.

ocratic Governor of Oklahoma. 

Stopping here for nearly four 
hours on his final transcontinental 
campaign trip, Landon said Mur- 
ray, by introducing a Republican 
candidate was “severing political 
friendships” and opening himself 
“to political penalties.” 

“Only a threat to our form of 
sovernment itself could cause & 
man like Gov. Murray to take this

TALAVERA DE LA. REINA, 
Spain, Oct. 21.—(By Wirelese—De- 
layed). — Navalcarnero, although 
fortified with concrete and barbed 
wire and defended by heavy artil- 
lery and the best shock troops of 


the Madrid People’s Front Govern- 
ment, fell today before th: Fascist 
insurgents. Tonight the rebels 
were only 20 miles from Madrid. 

Driving straight down the main 
highway to the capital, the insur- 
gents fought the most heroic army 
the loyalists can offer and smashed 
it into groups of retreating men. 

Once more Madrid has lost a 
“last defense of the capital” and 
the army has fallen back before 
the junta of generals und colonels 
who have driven the loyalists step 
by step from natural mountain de- 
fenses to the plain before Madrid. 

The loyalists may stand at Getafe 
around airplanes which the insur- 
gents have grounded. They may 
fight in the streets of Madrid. They 
can add new thousands to the dead, 
but the loyalists cannot save the 
republic. 

Today’s battle illustrated this 
from the moment that the Fascists 
drove forward at dawn until their 
Legionnaires and Moors, firing. 
calmly and with deliberate aim 
even on the charge, swept into Na- 
valcarnero at 5 p. m. 

Troops Massed Under Fire. 


To take this last great stronghold 
before Madrid, the insurgents were 
compelled to mass their troops and 
supply services up and down roads 
on which the loyalists had a care- 
fully measured artillery range, On 
Valmojado, nine miles down the 
highway from Navalcarnero, as 
many shells fell as on any spot in 
the whole battle. The columns of 
Col. Vegado and Col. Sencio had al- 
ready driven forward when tHe ar- 
rival of Gen, Varela served as a 
signal to the loyalist gunners. Then, 
instead of the loyalists, it was the 
insurgents who charged forward 
after their artillery preparation. 

I paused to behold the queerest 
spectacle of the whole war, an en- 


ing artillery fire but only for 10 
minutes. Almost upon its appear- 
ance, insurgent planes shot it down 
and cap the pilot, who was 
said to be a Russian national, al- 
though I did not see him. 

Fight in Wheat Stubble. 

I pushed forward to the front line 
just in time to find a hilicrest 
which offered a magnificent view of 
the whole battlefield. The rebels 
deployed in advancing and fought 
stubbornly through wheat stubble. 

Behind me the insurgents’ small 
guns were hauled up in trucks and 
unlimbered. They fired steadily 
against the concrete fortifications 
of the loyalist trenches, 

For two hours there was no prog- 
ress. Machine gun bullets and rifle 
bullets flew overhead. I lay flat in 
a ditch and was quite safe. 

The center of the insurgent 
forces could not gain against the 
loyalist trenches. The column of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Castejon, mov- 
ing on the Jeft from Chapineria, 
was too far away to aid in the bat- 
tle except to cover the insurgents’ 
flank. The men under Col. Sencio 
on the right were bearing the brunt 
of the battle. Three thousand loy- 
alists hit his 1000 men in a desper- 
ate effort to turn the insurgent 
flank. Their shells destroyed his 
telephonic communication with the 
insurgent air field. But he held 
stubbornly. 

The center was impatient. I was 
so close to the insurgent front line 
that I could watch the troopers 
peering back impatiently for the 
order to go forward. Then light 
whippet tanks came racing down 
the highway and heavy guns were 
unlimbered near the small guns. 
While the artillery fired directly 
over my heaa, I watched the insur- 
gent troops drive forward. There 
was no stopping them. The loyal- 
ists popped up out of the trenches, 
fell forward under the fire, spun 
and crawled, or ran, bent over, drop- 
ping weapons and equipment as 
they fled. 

The insurgents from the left of 
the highway marched into the town 
while the battle on the right flank 
continued.

If Mullarkey’s suit to keep his 
job should be sustained, doubtless 
this would tie the board’s hands in 
its efort to maintain a staff thor- 
oughly satisfactory to it. Hearing 
was postponed from this afternoon 
to give the Election Board counsel 
time to make a return. 

Mullarkey’s petition says he was. 
removed unwarrantedly and with- 
out authority. The board charged 
that his handwriting was poor, con- 
fusing and not easily legible and 
that his records in the September 
registration of voters were kept in- 
efficiently. He denies the charges. 
James R. Claiborne, retiring Con- 
gressman, appeared as his attorney 
of record.

‘Senate subcommittee, sought to in- 


quire into assertions of strike pick- 
ets that strikebreakers, ammunition 
and arms, including a machine gun, 
were taken into the plant on a train 
yesterday while representatives of 
the company and the union were 
conferring at the offices of the la- 
bor board in the Federal] Building 
here. 

Demand for Warrant. 
Bajork said he and Shaw visited 
the plant at 5:30 p. m, and presented 
their credentials to R. C. Jopling, 
in charge of public relations for the 
oil company, who had represented 
the company at the meeting earlier 
in the day. Jopling asked to be 
shown a subpena or warrant, and 
when neither was produced, denied 
the investigators’ request until he 
had conferred with the general 
counsel for the company today, 
Bajork related. According to the 
latter, Cecil Hunt, a company law- 
yer, was present when the request 
was made. 

Strike pickets told Bajork and 
Shaw that a train, consisting of 
two Pullman coaches, two boxcars; 
one sealed and the other equipped 
for cooking, and a water tender, 
entered the plant grounds at 3 p. m. 
under guard of five armed men, 
several of whom were recognized 
as railroad special agents. Forty 
pickets entered the grounds and 
were greeted by a shot, leaders 
said. When the strikers demanded 
permission to search the cars their 
way was barred by a man armed 
with a machine gun, who had a gas 
mask slung over his shoulder, the 
pickets stated. 

Strike leaders subsequently were 
allowed to look inside both boxcars 
and found, they reported, that one 
car contained food, gas bombs and 
gas cartridges. Three men and a 
woman were on the train, the pick- 
ets said. 

Sheriff Finds Only Gas Bombs. 

Elmer P. Theiss, union organizer, 
teiephoned Sheriff Henry L. Siek- 
mann at Belleville, who visited the 
plant last midnight with Mayor Ar- 
thur LaPere of Cahokia. Siekmann 
said his investigation revealed only 
gas bombs, which he placed in 
charge of special deputy sheriffs, 
who have been guarding the plant. 

No agreement was reached at the 
meeting between the company and 
the union yesterday. Jopling as- 
serted that the union had violated 
its agreement with the company by 
going on strike, and demanded that 
the men return to work under the 
terms of the agreement. The union 
asked for the reinstatement of W. J. 
Arens, union president, who has 
charged that he was discharged be- 
cause of union activity, and later 
consented to leave Arens’ case to 
the labor board, No further con- 
ferences have been scheduled.

President Roosevelt appointed 
him as the only Republican mem- 
ber of the American delegation to 
the world economic conference at 
London in May, 1933.

Despite his wealth, Couzens ad- 
vocated legislation to make the rich 
bear a greater share of the tax 
burden. 

His charge that under former 
Secretary of the Treasury Andrew 
W. Melion conditions existed under 
which the Treasury could give fa- 
vors, reduce taxes and otherwise. 
aid political and business friends, 
was followed by a Government ‘suit 
to collect some $11,000,000 in addi- 
tional taxes from Couzens and vary- 
ing amounts from other former 
Ford minority stockholders. 

Mr. Couzens won a court finding 
which led to a $1,000,000 refund to 
him for tax overpayment. 

Wilson W. Mills, former chairman 
of the board of the First National 
Bank of Detroit, charged at a grand 
jury investigation that Couzens’ re- 
fusal to sanction $6,200,000 of a $43,- 
700,000 Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration loan to the Union Guard- 
ian, a group of banks, caused the 
banking collapse of 1933. 

“That is an absolute untruth,” 
Couzens testified in return. He said 
he had not opposed $37,700,000 of 
the loan but did oppose a larger 
sum because “all Washington of- 
ficials, from the President down,” 
deemed the collateral insufficient, 
He added that Charles A. Miller,

Ford, whose company produced 
the wealth that made Couzens’ per- 
sonal fortune, issued the following 
comment today: 

“The much regretted death of 
Senator James Couzens closes an 
active and useful life. He was 
closely associated with me in the 
Ford Motor Co. for 13 years, and 
for three or four years longer he 
remained as a stockholder of the 
company. 

“Mr. Couzens was of great help to 
us in the beginning of things. He 
developed political aspirations and 
in that field he found, I believe, 
considerable satisfaction. He was 
always a hard worker and a man 
of strong convictions, upright in 
his dealings, and moved by a desire 
to see things right in order that 
he might do them right. He was 
a congenial host and I always liked 
to be with him. He will be greatly 
missed by all who knew him.” 


Roosevelt Says Couzens’ “Courage” 
Matched His Idealism. 


ABOARD ROOSEVELT TRAIN 
EN ROUTE TO WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 23.—President Roosevelt, in- 
formed of the death of Senator 
James Couzens last night, said the 
nation has lost a leader “whose 
courage was a match for his ideal- 
ism.” 

The text of the Roosevelt state- 
ment: Ih the death of Senator 
Couzens the Senate of the United 
States and the ‘people of Michigan 
and the nation have lost a leader 
whose convictions were a part of 
the best that America aspires for 
and whose courage was a match 
for his idealism. 

Senator Couzens did not enter 
public. life because he sought 
either fame or power, but rather 
because of a service he believed 
he could render to the cause of 
progressive thought and political 
uprightness. He was a party 
member. But his prior obligation 
was to the well-being of the people 
whom he served. He never ' hesi- 
tated in. that service. 

The death of Senator Couzens 
to me is a _ great loss. But, 
more than that, it is a great loss 
to the multitudes of Americans 
whose needs and problems were 
always in the forefront of his 
thought and action.

Kansas City Machine 


Old Strategy 


Many Baseless Challenges Supplied to G. O. P. 
to Be Pointed to If Recanvass Is Sought 
—Registration Check Perfunctory. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 23.—A 

graphic illustration of the futility 

of registration challenges in this 


machine-dominated city as well as 
the peculiar nature of some of the 
challenges was afforded here yes- 
terday when thousands included in 
a list of about 12,000 aguinst whom 
strike-off affidavits were made, ap- 
peared before the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners. Only two of 
the first 700 to appear were struck 
from the rolis and after luncheon 
recess others jammed their way 
into the board room. The corridors 
of the Jackson County Courthouse, 
where the Election Board’s officers 
are situated, were thronged with 
those eager to see that they did not 
lose their votes at the national elec- 
tion. 

Men and women of every class 
and description were in the crowd, 
many of them derelicts from the 
flop house wards, a few well dressed 
citizens of residential districts. The 
maimed, the halt and the blind were 
in line. 

The hearings in the packed room 
were extremely perfunctory, mere 
appearance in most cases sufficient 
to authorize a legal change of ad- 
dress on the registration books. 
In many cases it was apparent 
that the filings were not justified 
and some challenges were so palpa- 
bly absurd that the conclusion is 
inescapable that names had been 
furnished Republican headquarters 
with the intention of having those 
challenged appear with a great 
show of righteous indignation. 
Such cases included a_ widely 
known clothier, in business here for 
32 years, and a physician connect- 
ed with the Police Department who 
has voted from his home for years. 
As has been told many Republican 


workers actually owe fealty to the 
Democratic machine. 

The Democratic strategy in the 
past has been to produce at the out- 
set of hearings hundreds of legiti- 
mate voters who had been chal- 
lenged. It was evident today that 
this procedure is being followed 
again. . | 

As has been told, it is customary 
for the board to accept the report 
of messengers in cases where the 
voter does not appear. The can- 
vassers do not attempt to find the 
voter himself. A hotel clerk’s word 
is sufficient for them in many 
cases. . 

One of the strategic advantages 
of the system now being employed, 
besides supplying campaign am- 
munition, is to put the board in a 
position of pointing to baseless chal- 
lenges should any subsequent de- 
mands be made for a recanvass 
when the question of disposing of 
those who failed to answer .sum- 
mons is considered.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 23. — 
Board of Election Commissioners 
interrupted a hearing today on 12,- 
000 challenged registrations to order 
a recanvass of 83 precincts in three 
of the city’s larger wards. The 
board made ho statement in an- 
nouncing the decision. M. A. O’Don- 
nell, Republican member, said dep- 
uty commissioners would begin the 
check tomorrow. They will make 
daily reports to the board. When 
the recanvass is completed, the cen- 
sus figures will be compared with 
registration lists. 

The censug will include the first, 
second and fourth wards from 
which the majority of nearly 12,000 
strike-off affidavits were filed by 
the city Republican organization.

Hold Tickets on Dan Bul- 
ger With Chance to Win 
$150,000 in English Race 
Wednesday. 


By the Associated Press. : 
DUBLIN, Irish Free State, Oct. 
28.—Nine American tickets on the 


Cambridgeshire favorite, Dan Bul- 
ger, were drawn from the drum to- 
day in the nineteenth Irish Hos- 
pitals Sweepstakes. 

The ticket-holders, each of whom 
has a chance of winning one of the 
$150,000 first prizes, were: “Crane,” 
Quincy, Mass.; “North,” North 
Bend, Ohio; “West,” Philadelphia; 
James Short, Portage, Pa.; Marga- 
ret Cunner, Brooklyn; Hooker, Dur- 
ham, N. C.; Ten Girls, Edgewater, 
N. J.; Nickan Company, San Fran- 
cisco; William Schriebern, Syra- 
cuse, N. Y. 

In the first day of the drawing 
Americans drew 465 out of the 992 
tickets, taken from the drum, al- 
most 47 per cent of the total drawn. 
The American share represented the 
biggest take from the famous lot- 
tery which has gone to the United 
States in sweepstakes history. 

Tickets were drawn against all 62 


horses on which the sweepstakes is Mt 


based. 

Tickets on the fifth favorite, Pe- 
gomas, included B. J. Holena, New 
York City and Bad Egg, R. F. D., 
West Duluth, Minn. 

Total receipts of the sweeps were 
$13,535,455. A total of $8,044,825 was 
set aside for prizes. 

The huge crowd jamming Man- 
sion House, scene of the drawing, 
had few chances to applaud Irish 
winners, for few Free State ticket 
holders were called. 

Most of the morning’s drawing 
involved horses which already have 
been scratched from Wednesday’s 
race at Newmarket, each holder of 
a ticket on a scratched horse get- 
ting £593 ($2965). 

Residual prizes, with each of 10 
worth £896 ($4480), will be drawn 
tomorrow. 

Each drawer of a ticket on the 
winning horse wins £30,000 ($150,- 
000), on the second horse, £15,000 
($75,000), and third, £10,000 ($50,- 
000). 

There also will be 100 cash prizes 
of £100 ($500) each.

Judge Dickmann, brother of the 
Mayor, was admitted to the bar in 
1915, served as an Assistant Circuit 
Attorney from 1916 to 1920 and 
was elected Judge of the Court of 
Criminal Correction in the Demo- 
cratic landslide four years ago.

He is not on the lists of candidates 
recommended by the Bar Associa- 
tion or approved by the Lawyers’ 
Association. 

Butler Formerly on Bench. 

Butler, Republican candidate for 

Judge of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rrection, formerly served as Judge 
of that court for nearly six years, 
beginning in 1928. He was appoint- 
ed by Gov. Sam Baker after the 
death of Judge Calvin Miller of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, and 
was elected for a four-year term in 
1930. From 1926 to 1928 he was 
Justice of the Peace in the Seventh 
District in North St. Louis. He was 
a member of the Republican City 
Committee from 1920 to 1928. He 
failed to get the Bar Association’s 
recommendation, but was approved 
by the.

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A report on an urban land pol- 
icy for St. Louis, approved by the 


City Plan Commission Thursday 
for transmittal to Mayor Dickmann, 
declared that if adequate measures 
were not taken tu check property 
blight, loss of population and de- 
cline of land values, the city would 
be faced with “gradual economic 
and social collapse.” 

The report by Harland Bartholo- 
mew, the commission's engineer, 
presented facts and conclusions to 
prove this assertion, together with 
recommendations for a cure. 

In a letter to the Mayor incor- 
porated in the report, Chairman E. 
J. Russell said: “We believe that 
the economic and social welfare of 
the city is dependent upon the char- 
acter of the urban land policy 
which is pursued.” Russell recalled 
that the Mayor requested the com- 
mission a year ago to consider the 
problem of retaining or increasing 
the city’s population and of revis- 
ing the zoning ordinance to meet 
present-day conditions. 

Charts showed that one-eighth of 
the city’s area, bounded approx- 


limits,” eaid the report. “Popula- 
tion is moving out of the city. Land 
values have declined markedly in 
the central areas of the old city. 
Buildings are being demolished to 
save taxes and little or no replace- 
ment occurs. The older central 
areas are being abandoned and this 
insidious trend will continue until 
the entire city is engulfed. Alarm- 
ing changes have occurred in the 
distribution and density of popula- 
tion within the last .20 years. Ap- 
proximately 100,000 people have left 
the area east of Grand boulevard. 
Each decade has revealed a de- 
crease in the total area having a 
high population density. There is 
strong evidence of a popular re- 
action against excessive population 
congestion.”

on a study of tax income and cost

AUNEE, Mich, Oct. 23. — 
Prosecutor John D. Voelker an- 
nounced today that Raymond Ki- 
vela, 27-year-old upper Michigan 
trapper, had confessed the murder 


of a game warden who was am- 
bushed and whose body was dyna- 
mited. 
The confession came 80 hours 
after bits of the body of Andrew 
Schmeltz, 45, conservation officer, 
were found by searchers in a 
swamp,of the sparsely settled Carp 
River district, to which the game 
warden went to investigate illegal 
trapping activities. 
Kivela related, the prosecutor 
said, that he waited until Schmeltz 
walked along a wooded ridge trail, 
200 feet away, and then fired two 
shots from a small rifle,“both bul- 
lets penetrating the body near the 
heart. Then he dragged the game 
warden’s body into a nearby swamp, 
went to Ishpeming where he bought 
100 sticks of dynamite, and waited 
14 hours until early Wednésday 
morning before returning to the 
swamp. 
The trapper, who lives on a 
hearby farm, was quoted by the 
prosecutor as saying he fired off 
oné blast a mile from the p to 
determine whether a search had 
been instituted. Then after wait- 
ing an hour, Kivela entered the 
swamp and set off a large quantity 
of the explosive which he had 
placed around the body. A third 
charge of dynamite was intended, 
he said, to erase all traces of the 
previous explosion and other evi- 
dence of the crime. 
The prosecutor declined to make 
public the reason the trapper gave 
for the crime. Kivela was de- 
tained for questioning late Wednes- 
day only a few hours after county 
officers and the Michigan State 
police opened their investigation. 


INJURED PROSPECTOR SAYS 
BEAR KEPT COYOTES FROM HIM 


Dragged Broken Leg With Yearling 
Following Him; Sees Wild 
Dogs While in Stupor. 
By the Associated Press. 
BURNS LAKE, B. C., Oct. 23.— 
Arthur Gammon, a prospector, lay 
on a hospital cot here and told 
how a bear had protected him from 
coyotes for two weeks while he 
dragged himself through the wilder- 
ness seeking treatment for a broken 
leg. 
The leg was broken when he 
felled a pine tree Oct. 3, he said. 
The next day he splinted the broken 
leg and began dragging himself to- 
ward his cabin. The prospector said 
he was. still. dragging himself 
through the woods on the sixth day 
when a heavy snowfall drove him 
to seek shelter in the cave of a 
yearling black bear. The animal 
made no move, Gammon said. 
’ After several days Gammon, semi- 
conscious, crawled from the bear’s 
cave and continued his slow crawl- 
ing progress toward his cabin. The 
bear followed him. 
In a week Gammon said he had 
crawled to within half a mile of his 
cabin, with the black bear a con- 
stant companion. On the tenth 
night he lapsed into a stupor, but 
said he was conscious of being sur- 
rounded by a ring of coyotes. The 
coyotes, however, did not approach, 
he said, apparently because the bear 
stood guard. He was found in an 
exhausted condition by another 
prospector.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—An in- 
quiry into sale of $357,475 of ad- 
vertising space in the Democratic 
party's national convention book 
Was announced yesterday by the 
Senate Committee investigating 
campeign expenditures. 

It asked the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee to explain whether 
the money received from. various 
corporations “represented the true 
value of advertising matter in the 
publication, or .. . an additional po- 
litical contribution.” 

W. Forbes Morgan, treasurer of 
the Democratic committee, said in 
New York he would be “very giad” 
to comply with the committee’s re- 
quest for information. He said the 
book was “handled in identically 
the same fashion as the Republican 
convention book.” 

The explanation was demanded 
after the Republican National Com- 
mittee charged that such payments 
were actually campaign contribu- 
tions “in the guise of advertising.” 

Under the Corrupt Practices Act, 
any donation by a corporation in 
connection with a presidential elec- 
tion may be punished by fine and 
imprisonment. 

“If an investigation reveals that 
the advertising payments were ac- 
tually contributions,” the ‘Senate 
committee said in a statement, “the 
complaint will form the basis for a 
hearing or filing of charges with 
the Department of Justice.” 

Reports from the Democratic 
National Committee to the clerk of 
the House showed the cost of pub- 
lishing and selling the convention 
book was $178,700. The sale of ad- 
vertising and copies of the book 
produced $523,998, the report said, 
leaving the committee an estimated 
profit of about $345,000. 

Among the corporations purchas- 
ing advertising in the book were a 
number whose executives have op- 
posed Roosevelt administration pol- 
icies, including the United States 
Steel Corporation, which purchased 
$5000 worth; Ford Motor Co., $4000, 
and Remington-Rand of Buffalo, 
N. Y., $5000. 

Included among the 91 purchasers 
of more than $100 wbrth of copies 
of the book were the Inland Steel 
Co., Chicago, $1000; United Mine 
Workers of America, $1250; Chilean 
Nitrate Educational Bureau, Inc., 
$2500, and the Falstaff Brewing Co., 
St. Louis, $1250.

t Reduced, He Says 


Referring to New Deal Securities Act, He 
Accuses President of Violating “Truth 
in Government’ Principle. 


By the Associated Press. 

ABOARD LANDON SPECIAL 
TRAIN, Oct. 23.—Gov. Alf M. Lan- 
don, Republican Presidential nomi- 
nee, charged last night that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's policies have: 
“pauperized the Federal Govern- 
ment” and his administration “is 
using the people’s money directly 
and indirectly to secure his re-elec- 
tion.” 

Landon’s bid for Oklahoma’s 11 
electoral votes was to be made in 
addresses at Oklahoma City and 
Tulsa. He also scheduled confe- 
ences with William H. Murray, for- 
mer Democratic Governor and oth- 
er anti-New Deal leaders and Re- 
publican chieftains of the State. 

In a@ formal statement -Landon 
said the President “would conceal 
the facts in order to effect his pro- 
gram of making over our Ameri- 
can form of Government” and that 
the Government was “dissipating 
the people’s resources through 
waste, graft and incompetence.” 
The statement was issued by 
Landon as he rode across New 
Mexico, confined to his compart- 
ment by a physician's orders after 
treatment for a sore throat at El 
Paso. Despite the chilly weather, 
aids of the Governor said it was 
with difficulty they dissuaded him 
from greeting a crowd at ‘Tucum- 
cari, N. M., last night. His sore 
throat prevented any rear platform 
appearances in Texas and New 
Mexico. 

Text of Statement. 
The text of Landon’s statement 
follows: 

“In his address at Worcester 
(Mass.) last night (Wednesday), 
Mr. Roosevelt again evaded the

“Instead of answering he again 
harks back to our retarded and ar-

“But realizing that the people 
are at last aroused to the real

“Judged by this very test laid 
down by his own administration 
Mr. Roosevelt is attempting to sell 
himself to the people of this coun- 
try for a second time without full 
_disclosure. He is violating the prin- 
ciple of ‘truth in government,’ 
which is just as essential as ‘truth 
in securities.’ For the President 
is not only refusing to disclose ma- 
terial facts relating to his admin- 
istration, but he is misrepresent- 
ing facts of which as Chief Execu- 
tive he ought to have full knowl- 
edge. 

“He said last night that ‘in 1933, 
when we came into office, 58 cents 
of every dollar of federal revenue 
came from hidden taxes.’ 

“Then after eliminating a hidden 
tax imposed by his own adminis- 
tration, he goes on, ‘we have re- 
duced these indirect taxes to 38 
cénts out of every dollar. Now, 
let’s look at the facts as given by 
his own official record. 

New Hidden Taxes. 

“Mr. Roosevelt would have us 
believe that he has reduced hid- 
den taxes. The truth-is that since 
Mr. Roosevelt went into office he 
has forced through Congress 14 en- 
actments levying new hidden Fed- 
eral taxes on production and con- 
sumption, all of which are paid by 
the consumers of this country in 
their purchases of necessities o* 
life. 

“According to the 1935 report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
Federal Government collected in 
1980, $3,626,000,000 of which $2,475,- 
000,000 were direct and $1,151,000,- 
000, were indirect taxes. In 1931 
it collected $1,908,000,000 in direct 
taxes and $898,000,000 in indirect 
taxes; and in 1932, $1,104,000,000 in 
direct taxes and $781,000,000 in in- 
direct taxes. 

“And then the treasury reports 
a drastic change in the percentuge 
of hidden taxes collected by the 
Federal Government in 1933 the 
direct taxes were only $781,000,000 
while indirect taxes were $1,089,000,- 
000. In 1984 there were $1,062,000,- 
000 direct and $1,922,000,000 indirect 
taxes; in 1935, $1,410,000,000 direct 
and $2,232,000 indirect taxes. In 
other words, in 1930, 32 cents 
of the Federal tax dollar came 
from indirect taxation; in 1932, 40 
cents; in 1933, 58 cents; in 1934, 64 
cents; in 1935, 61 cents; and in 936, 
51 cents. 

“This means that in 1932 the hid- 
den taxes per family extracted by 
the Federal Government were $35.01 
while in 1936 they had increased to 
$63. 

Letter to Publisher. 

“In his letter to Roy W. Howard 
on Sept. 2nd, 1935, the President 
said: 

“*"What is known 4s consumers 
taxes, namely, the invisible taxes 
paid by people in every walk of life, 
fall relatively much more beavily 
upon the poor man than on the rich 
man. In 1929 consumers taxes rep- 
resented only 30 per cent of the 
national revenue. Today they are 
60 per cent. 

“How is it possible to justify his 
statements of ‘last night in the 
light of his own words of a little 
more than a year ago and the fig- 
ures published by his Secretary -of 
the Treasury? 

“Mr. Roosevelt boasts of the fact 
that his administration has spent 
$25,000,000,000 in warring on the 
depression. In fact, he boasts that 
his administration has spent pract- 
ically the same amount as was 
spent by President Wilson in the 
World War. Mr. Wilson won the 
World War but Mr. Roosevelt has 
not won the war against the de- 
pression. We have 20,000,000,000 
people on. relief and 11,000,000,000 
unemployed with no hope of re- 
covery for them so long as the

New Tax Mcasures. 


“The present administration’s new 
tax measures, if continued, will 
mean not only relatively lower rev- 
enues than otherwise would be col- 
lected, but at the same time they 
will definitely put an end to the 
large contributions of private citi- 
zens to the charitable and philan- 
thropic institutions which «are de- 
pendent upon such contributions. 

“Mr. Roosevelt boasts that in his 
taxation measures he has adopted 
the principle of taxation according 
to ability to pay. No one can quar- 
rel with this doctrine, but Mr. 
Roosevelt utterly fails to under- 
stand its true meaning. The grad- 
uated tax on corporate earnings is 
the very opposite of taxation ac- 
cording to ability to pay. In effect 
itp alizes the small investor. 

nder the present schedules, the 
owner of 100 shares of stock in a 
corporation that earned, say, $10,- 
000,000 net income as a small yield 
on a large capitalization, rays to 
he Federal Government many times 
the rate paid by the large or small 
holder of the stock of a company 
with net ‘income of $100,000, as a 
large yield on a small capitalization. 
There are hundreds of thousands of 
small investors in large corpore- 
tions which are taxed, not on the 
percentage of their earnings to 


the aggregate amount of those 
earnings regardless of their capital 
investment. Again we see, as is 
true of so many of the policies of 
his administration, the small man is 
penalized for the benefit of the big 
fellow. 

“In addition, this act fosters 
monoply and destroys the opportun- 
ity for new business enterprise to 
enter into the field of competition 
against those who have been en- 
trenched by the act. New business 
cannot set up reserves to meet bad 


ears. 


Corporation Taxes. 


The President boasts about reduc- 
ing the corporate income taxes for 
98% per cent of the corporations of 
the country. Let’s see what he has 
done in this respect. The previous 
law provided that all corporations 
pay a flat 14% per cent of their in- 
come after allowable deductions. 
The new act reduces this percent- 
age to 8 on all income of $2000 or 
less, but as the income of the cor- 
poration increases above $2000 with- 
out reference to the amount of cap-

ital invested the rate of taxation 
increases rapidly. Consequently, 
what he is saying is that, due to the 
policies of his administration, only 
1% per cent of the one half million 
corporations of this country have 
been unable to earn more than $2000 
per year. 

Mr. Roosevelt further says: “For 
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the average American we have re- 
duced the individual income tax. 
Any family head who earns an in- 
come of less than $26,000 a year 
pays a smaller income tax in 1936 
than 1932. Wow, that means that 
less than 1 per cent of the heads of 
American families are paying out 
more than they did and more than 
99 per cent of American families 
are paying less than they did.” 

“Now again let’s examine the 
facts. In 1932 only 2 per cent of 
our entire population paid Federal 
income tax. In that year persons 
reporting net income between $2000 
and $3000 paid a tax of slightly 
over $10 per person on the average. 
That surely is not too heavy a 
charge to pay for the benefits re- 
ceived from the Federal Govern- 
ment. | : 

“The President’s new tax law re- 
duces this average about 10 per cent 
or $1 a year, a negligible deduction 
to say the least, On the other hand, 
assuming that each individual in 
this group represents a family of 
four, his family’s share of the in- 
crease in the hidden tax under the 
Roosevelt administration is nearly 
$30 per year. — 

Social Security 

“Just a word in regard to the so- 
cial security payroll tax. Mr. Roose- 
velt points out that the 3 per cent 
deduction from the payrolls of those 
subject to the act is matched bya 
3 per cent contribution from their 
employers. Again he withholds ma- 
terial facts. He knows all too well 
that the 3 per cent contributions of 
employers merely increases their 
costs of operations and that it is 
paid not by the employer in the 
final analysis, but by the consumer 
in the price of the goods and services 
he requires. Like all such taxes 
which increase prices, it has the 
effect of reducing the demand for 
labor. 

“In short, Mr. Roosevelt’s theory 
of taxation is an acknowledgment 


Jot his fundamental objective, name- 


ly, to bring within the Federal Gov- 
ernment the control of all of our 
commercial, industrial and social 
problems. He believes that a bu- 
reaucracy in Washington can make 
greater progress than a system of 
free enterprise which has developed 
this country to its present position. 
He ignores. completely the Demio- 
cratic principle that there are only 
a few functions of modern society 
which cannot be performed more 
efficiently and economically by pri- 
vate persons and organizations. Un- 
der true democracy, the legitimate 
functions of government are the 
preservation of public order and 
safety, the protection of life, prop- 
erty and personal freedom, the ad- 
ministration of justice, and the reg- 


julation of our competitive system. 


Dissipating Resources. 

“Tf it performs these functions 
well, a system of free enterprise will 
make for greater social progress 
than can be effected under a social- 
izéd state. But Mr. Roosevelt would 
submerge us in innumerable gov- 
ernment activities which ‘waste the 
energies and resources of our peo- 


_|ple, obstruct and hamper their pro- 


ductive abilities, and sap and di- 
minish their strength and capacity 
to provide for their own prosperity 
and security. He has already pau- 
perized the Federal Government 
and would now weaken and impov- 
erish the people who support it. He 
is dissipating the people’s resources 
through waste, graft and incompe- 
tence. He is using the people’s 
money directly and indirectly to se- 
cure his: re-election. 

“We Republicans believe that’ if 
our form of government is to en- 
dure, the budget must be balanced 
and a ‘pay as you go’ tax policy 
adopted.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Twe 
governmental inquiries were orm 
dered yesterday into charges by a4 
shipbuilders’ union that shipyards 
were deliberately laying off work- 
ers “to arouse antagonism against 
the administration.” The investiga- 
tions were announced by the navy, 
to which the charges were ad- 
dressed, and Secretary of Labor 
Perkins, with whom they also were 
filed. 

The Industriz:’ Union of Marine 
and Shipbuilding Workers of Amer- 
ica, which filed the complaints with 
the navy, named several companies, 
Two quickly denied the union's al- 
legations. 

“It is extremely difficult,” the 
union said, “to understand why, 
with over $10,000,000 worth of un- 
completed contracts on hand, from 


| two to 12 months behind construc~ 


tion schedule, the shipyard work- 
ers should be turned out into the 
street at this time. 


“Just the Opposite Effect.” 

“A large proportion of the money 
for this construction was obtained 
from the PWA with the understand- 
ing that it would be used for in- 
creasing employment, but just the 
opposite effect is now being realized 
as a result of the actions of the pri- 
vate shipbuilders. 

“In view of the whole situation, 
we are of the opinion that the true 
explanation of this lay-off policy is 
that the big shipbuilding corpora- 
tions are trying to arouse antagon- 
ism against the administration at 
this time for political purposes.”

RULING ON INCOME TAX VALUE 
OF STOCKS GIVEN TO CHARITY 


Fair Market Price at Time of Con- 
tribution to Be Used, Says 
Official. 

A ruling from W. T. Sherwood, 
acting deputy Internal Revenue 
Commissioner in Washington, that 
contributions to United Charities in 
the form of stocks or other property 
may be calculated, for income-tax 
purposes, at the fair market value 
of the gift at the time it is made, 
without regard to its original cost, 
was received yesterday by Samuel 
D. Conant, chairman of the larger 
subscriptions division of the United 

Charities campaign. 

Conant had sought a ruling on 
the question for the guidance of pro- 
spective contributors. There were 
instances, he said, in which this 
ruling would make possible gener- 
ous subscriptions to the campaign 
in the form of stocks, which, with 
the deduction of 15 per cent of net 
income for gifts to charity allowed 
in computing the income tax of in- 
dividuals, would make the net cost 
to donors substantially less than the 
amount of their contributions.

BROWNS FAVOR 
BUYER SEEKING 
51 PCT. INTEREST

NEW YORK, Oct. 23. — Three 
years and a day after the death of 
Phil Ball, Louis B. Von Weise, 
president of the St. Louis Browns 
and chief executor of Ball's estate, 
told today why the club has not 
been sold and why it will be sold 
as soon as possible. Von Weise 
said he was bound by three obliga- 
tions:. To Ball’s family, to the club 
owners in the American League, 
and to the followers of the team. 

The three surviving members of 
Ball’s immediate family, Mrs. Phil 
Ball, his widow, James P. Ball, his 
son, and Mrs. William R.: Cady, his 
daughter, all of St. Louis, are the 
principal beneficiaries of the es- 
tate, which controls 85 per cent of 
the stock. 

Final decision on what is done 
with the Browns rests with the two 
chief executors, Ella M. Jacoby, 
personal secretary to Mr. Ball for 
years, and Von Wiese. 

“T appreciate the confidence Mr. 
Ball placed in me and naturaily I 
want to turn over to his family 
whatever the club is worth,” Von 
Weise said. 

“But we also have to look to the 
interests of the league. I have 
had all sorts of vague offers to buy 
the club from all sorts of people. 
I will sell it at a fair price to the 
first responsible party acceptable 
to the owners of the American 
League.” The president of the club 
said he hoped such a sale could be 
made soon for several reasons. — 

“I am a business man, not a base- 
ball expert. I don’t think I have 
the knowledge to gamble on player 
deals.” 

He also said he thought the club 

should be owned mainly by one 
man. / 
“It’s my feeling that one man 
should own at least 51 per cent of 
the stock, said Von Weise. “He 
should be a St. Louis man. No- 
body living here in New York as 
I do can run a ball club in St. 
Louis and make a success of it,” 
he said. 

Von Weise denied any knowledge 
of negotiations by a St. Louis syn- 
dicate headed by Donald L. Barnes, 
president of the American Invest- 
ment Co., and William O. DeWitt, 
treasurer of the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals, to buy the club. 

Though he has been connected 
with the Browns since 1916, Von 
Weise is not well known in the 
baseball world. 

He was graduated from Prince- 
ton in 1907 and went to work for 
Mr. Ball in the ice machinery busi- 


tion lasted until Mr. Ball’s death, 
and for a number of years they 
entered all business ventures to- 
gether.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Although 
they lost the world series, the New 
York Giants will be consoled with 
$4655.59 for each player who was 
assigned a full share of the world 
series money. The victorious Yan- 


The losers’ shares are record “cuts” 
of the largest world series “gate” 
on record, while the Yanks came 
close to the record for a winning 
team. 

The official figures 
nounced yesterday when Baseball 
Commissioner K. M. Landis mailed 
the checks to 36 Yankees and 42 
Giants, as well as the members of 
the second, third and fourth place 
clubs in each league. 

The total receipts were $1,304,399, 
including the $100,000 from the sale 
of radio rights. The players’ pool, 
drawn from the receipts of the first 
four games and a pro-rata share of 
the radio money, was $460,002.66. 
Both figures were new financial 
records for a world series. . 

Of this a total of $193,201.12 
went to the Yanks and $128,800.74 
to the Giants. Each club awarded 
27 full shares, plus various minor 
“euts.” 

Out of the $138,000.80 which re- 
mained of the players’ pool, the De- 
troit Tigers, 1935 champions who 
finished second in the American 
League, collected $34,500.20 and the 
third-place Chicago White Sox 
$23,000.13. The St. Louis Cardinals 
and Chicago Cubs, who tied for 
second in the National League, 
each received $28,750.17 to divide 
among the players. The fourth- 
place teams, the Washington Sen- 
ators and Pittsburgh Pirates, col- 
lected $11,500.07 each. 

The only world series financial 
record which stood up after the 
tremendous outpouring of fans &t 
the Ysaukee Stadium twice wrecked 
the old attendance mark, was the 
full shares of $6544 which the Tigers 
drew for winning the 1935 world 
championship. 

The records that fell were: Total 
receipts, $1,207,864, by Yankees and 
Cardinals in 1926; players’ pool, 
$419,736.60, Yankees and Cardinals 
in 1928; largest shares for losing 
players $4244.60, Chicago Cubs in 
1932.

CORRESPONDENT who 

signs “J. C. J.” takes his type- 
writer in hand and fires a few 
broadsides at the Cardinals for 
not doing right by Jerome Her- 
man “Little Nell” Dean. 

“I was wondering,” he writes, 
“whether anyone would explain 
how Sam Breadon could obtain a 
pitcher and box office appeal to 
take the place of Dizzy Dean, and 
in your column recently you 
asked the same question. I'd like 
to ask another question. If Branch 
Rickey has another famous letter 
to fire at the Dizzy one, will he 
include a clause that Mr. Rickey, 
Sam Breadon and Frankie Frisch 
will give the future of Dizzy a lit- 
tle consideration? That they will 
work Dean as Terry works Hub- 
bell, with a rest period between 
games? 

“The total innings these boys 
work has no bearing on the argu- 
ment. The point is how they work 
them. Dean did not get his rou- 
tine rest periods. It was pointed 
out at one stage of the race that 
Dizzy had not started a game in 
eight days. But how much time 
during the eight days did he 
spend in the bull p:n? His regu- 
lar starting assignments were 
knocked awry by the many rush 
acts to and from the bull pen. 
Did Dizzy shirk? Look at the 
record. The best Dizzy could do 
for the club was pitch 23 goose 
eggs out of a possible 98 innifigs 
of relief pitching. And he saved 
11 ball games, nine of which went 
to his teammates’ credit. 


“I hope for Dizzy Dean’s future 
welfare that Breaden does trade 
him. I would hate to see this 
colorful and great pitcher pass 
out of our midst, but if he has to 
be used in the future as the Cards 
have used him during the past 
three years, then I am for Dean's 
future and not the selfish desires 
of the club... .” 


The Other Side of It. 


HE answer to Mr. J.C. J., 
from the other side of the ar- 
gument, is that a great pitcher on 
any ball club is likely to work 
out of turn to save games. Mungo

The ability to work in turn and 
out of turn is one of the things 
that make Dizzy a great figure in 
baseball. Had he been protected 
from extra work in 1934, there 
would have been no pennant, no 
world series triumph and Dizzy 
wouldn’t have made the money

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Sena- 
tor Jim Couzens was one of the 
most lovable, irascible, indulgent, 
cantankerous, level-headed and 
quixotic men ever to set foot in 
Washington. He had all the quali- 
ties we are accustomed to call 
“human,” and had them to an ex- 
aggerated degree, He was a fero- 
cious fighter, and a magnanimous 
victor. His fabulous rise to wealth 
was paralleled by his magnificent 
philanthropies, He had a head 
like a rock, and a heart like a bar- 
rel. He was hard to fool, and easy 
to touch. | 

While probably the wealthiest 
man in Congress, his principal 
fight there was for higher taxes 
on wealth, and fewer privileges for 
the wealthy. He voted for every 
bill that would increase his own 
and his family’s taxes, and against 
every measure that would reduce 
them. He-was called “a scab mil- 
lionaire,” and “a traitor to his 
class.” He neither gloried in the 
titles nor resented them—just said 
they didn’t mean anything. 


Ignored Senatorial 
Custom in Speaking. 


Hee outstanding characteristic, 


perhaps, was his colossal inde- 
pendence. He carried it so far 
that one of his best friends in the 
Senate remarked—hyperbolical]ly, of 
course: “The quickest way to make 
Jim mad is to agree with him.” 

It is an old senatorial custom, 
when a Senator is making a speech, 
for those who agree with him to in- 
terject statements in the form of 
questions that will support his argu- 
ment. It is equally customary for 
the speaker to respond with a gen- 
eral acknowledgment, such as: “I 
thank the Senator for his question, 
and, of course, I concur entirely in 
what he has just said.” 

Not Couzens. If he didn’t actually 
concur entirely in what the Sena- 
tor had just said, he told him so, 
and told him why. And sometimes a 
sOlicitous ally would be startled— 
and outraged—to hear Couzens add: 
“I will be gratful if. Senators will 
allow me to proceed without fur- 
ther interruptions.” 

He was not ungracious or un- 
grateful; he just didn’t like to be 
interrupted. Wanted to get it off 
his chest, and sit down. The flow- 
ery amenities of senatorial discourse 
always impressed him as being a 
trifle silly. 


A Colorful Figure 
Without Intending to Be. 


HE “Senator who looked like a 
millionaire” was colorful with- 
out intending to be. His faculty 
for reaching decisions without de- 
lay, and acting upon them with all 
the force of his intense nature, 
often gave his actions a dramatic 
quality of which he seemed totally 
oblivious. Although one of the most 
interesting personalities in the Capi- 
tol, he had, unlike so many of his 
colleagues, no idea what consti- 
tuted news, and seemed perpetually 
surprised that the public was _ in- 
terested in what he was saying or 
doing. For deliberate publicity 
seekers he had no use. 

His demand for an investigation 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
under Secretary of the Treasurer 
Melion precipitated a tempest. Mel- 
lon and President Coolidge both 
protested that Couzens’ demand was 
actuated by “personal motives,” and 
the investigation was strenuously 
opposed on the ground that it was 
an attempt to “smear” Mellon. 
Nevertheless, after a terrific bat- 
tle, Couzens got his resolution 
through the Senate, Then, to the 
astonishment of the reporters, and 
the incredulous wonder of his op- 
ponents, Couzens proceeded to have 
the investigation conducted by a 
staff of fiscal experts-behind closed 
doors. They dug up some spicy ma- 
terial, but by the time it was made 
public, months afterward, in the 
printed report, it had lost much of 
its news value. It hit the front 
pages for a day, and then disap-

His chief delight was to flay 
Secretary Mellon by day on the Sen- 
ate floor and play poker by night 
with Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, 
who, in public life, was Mr. Mellon’s 
chief defender, and, in private life, 
his attorney. Couzens’ regular Sun- 
day golf foursome included Hale of 
Maine, who is located, politically, 
two points to the right of the Old 
Guard. 

With his ruddy face, and aristo- 
cratic white hair, Couzens was an

OON after he came to the Sen-

and punish the use of political or 
partisan influence” in the appoint- 
ment or promotion of Government 
employes. 

It actually provided that the ex- 
ecutive and judicial departments 
should keep a record of all oral or 
written requests made in behalf of 
any employe, or candidate for ap- 
pointment, and that the head of 
any department who permitted 
himself to be influenced by politi- 
cal representations would be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and sentenced to 
a fine of $1000, or six months in 
jail, or both!

PARIS, Oct. 23.—Premier Leon 
Blum and Finance Minister Vin- 
cent Auriol were charged yesterday 
with fraudulently pressing the sale 


of Goverment bonds knowing secret 
devaluation negotiations were be- 
ing conducted, 

The suit was filed by the Tax- 
payers’ Federation and was filed by 
its president, J. L. Dubreuil, under 
an article of the penal code cover- 
ing the fraudulent issue of public 
bonds. 

The federation says it has more 
than’ 1,000,000 members. 

An officer of the federation said 
that if convictions could be ob- 
tained, the federation would insti- 
tute additional suits seeking reim- 
bursement of those who bought the 
bonds while the devaluation pro- 
ceedings were under way. 

Anxiety of leaders of the Blum 
“Popular Front” Government was 
further increased by dissension at 
a meeting of the Radical-Socialist 
party at Biarritz.

Hostility of the right wing of the 
party against the Communists broke 
out in repeated derisive shouts of 
“back to Moscow.”

Scattered clashes between right- 
ists and leftists interrupted the 
meeting on several occasions as va- 
rious partisans insisted on giving 
either the Communist or Fascist 
salute with loud cheers.

PEEK SAYS NEW DEAL PLAYS 
GAME FOR WORLD BANKERS 


Former AAA Head Asserts Recip- 
rocal Trade Pacts Are Not 
for Farmers’ Benefit.

DES MOINES, Ia., Oct. 23.— 
George N. Peek, former trade ad- 
viser to President Roosevelt and 
first administrator of the AAA, ac- 
cused the New Deal administration 
last night of “playing the game for 
the international bankers” with its 
reciprocal trade treaties. 

“President Roosevelt stands for 
the free trade internationalism of 
Geneva and the international bank- 
ers,” he said in a radio address. 
“The support of the Hull trade 
agreements springs not from the 
producers of America but from the 
international banking interests cen- 
tering around New York. 

“No wonder one of their best 
known spokesmen, Mr. James P. 
Warburg of New York, has an- 
nounced he is going to vote fcr 
President Roosevelt.” 

Farm exports, Peek asserted, 
“have shrunk vastly in volume” 
since 1932. He said cotton exports 
declined 38 per cent, meat products 
19, pork products 82, wheat 99 and 
flour 42. 

“The net farm income under the 
Roosevelt administration averages 
a bare 10 per cent above that of the 
depression years 1929-32,” he de- 
clared, “and averages only two- 
thirds of the pre-depression period

ARMY. LEAGUE SAYS 


Year Book Reports Italy's To- 
al at 527,606; Germany's 
Only Estimated,

GENEVA, Oct. 23.—A vast in- 
crease in the armaments of the 
world was shown today by the 
League of Nations armament year 
book for 1986. National defense 
budgets generally showed an in- 
crease over the previous year. The 
book placed Soviet Russia's com- 
bined armed forces at 1,300,000, 
Italy’s army was stated to total 
527,606, Japan's 237,608 and France's 
642,875. 

The League has been unable to 
obtain accurate official data on 
Germany's armed forces, but with 
the aid of unofficial publications 
estimates for the German army 
were set at 550,000 officers and 
men,” 


The book gave the United States 
Army as 138,835 men and 12,930 of- 
ficers. Counting the National 
Guard and Reserve forces, the to 
tal for 1935 was placed at 438,577. 
American Army air force personnel 
was stated to be 16,847 and for the 
Navy air force, 13,574. The United 
States Navy as of May 15, 1936, 
was listed at 15 battleships, four 
aircraft-carriers with three under 
construviion; 25 first line cruisers 
with 12 being uilt; 199 destroyers, 
with 52 under construction and 88 
first line submarines, with 12 under 
construction. 


CORN STANDARDS CHANGED 


Revised Classifications Go Into Ef- 
fect Jan. 20, 1987.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 232. ~ 
Changes in official corn standards 
for this country, effective Jan. 20, 
1937, were announced today by the 
Department of Agriculture. The 
revisions are in classifications of 
flint corn, dent cern and mixtures 
of flint and dent, and were said to 
assure “a greater degree of def 
niteness than under current stand- 
ards.” 

Under the new regulations when 
corn is 95 per cent flint it must be 
graded as flint; when a mixture of 
flint and dent contains more than 
5 per cent flint it must be graded 
“flint and dent.” Formerly a mix- 
ture could contain up to 25 per 
cent of flint without being desig- 
nated as containing flint. The 
Federal standards are mandatory 
for all corn in interstate come 
merce.

They would 
deliver such a paralyzing blow at 
the heart and brain of the Empire 
that Britain would be unable to 
fight back effectively by organiz- 
ing resistance from some _ other 
place. 

That was the reason, he added, 
why all parties in England, in- 
cluding the Labor party, were mov- 
ing heaven and earth to make 
Britain a great Power in the air. 
For not since the days of the Span- 
ish Armada in the sixteenth cen- 


tury has Britain been so vulnerable. 
* * * 
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There is in all this a very impres- 
sive lesson for us. We are not, of 
course, subject to any such mili- 
tary threat. But the position of 
, London, and for that matter of 
Paris, illustrates vividly how ex- 
posed a people becomes when its 
economic and political life is highly 
concentrated in one place. 

In Europe, this centralization 
means that an external foe or a do- 
mestic insurrection can subdue a 
whole nation by attacking ite one 
vital center. The technic of war as 
conceived by the general staffs, of 
revolution as conceived by Fascist 
and Communist conspirators alike, 
is based entirely on a realization 
that a knockout blow at the vital 
center will bring victory promptly. 

The technic is not always success- 
ful, of course; in the Spanish revo- 
lution, the rebels just missed a 
knockout blow in Madrid and Bar- 
celona, and the result is a_ long, 
bloody, atrocious war. It must be 
remembered that Spain is not a 
modern country with a highly con- 
centrated political and economic or- 
der. But in so-called advanced 
countries, mastery of the vital cen- 
ler of the nation’s life is the basic 
technic of modern war and of mod- 
ern revolution,

For myself, I think it is nonsense 
to say that Mr. Roosevelt is a Com- 
munist or a Fascist. But it is not 
nonsense to-say that he practices 
a political policy and preaches a 
political doctrine which is habitu- 
ating the American people to the 
idea that their livelihood, their in- 
some, their privileges and their op- 

portunities are in the main to be 
provided, dispensed and controlled 
from Washington. Does Kokomo 
need a sewage plant? It turns its 
eyes to Mr. Ickes. Is there a strike 
in Oregon? The leaders look to 
Washington. 

Now, what does that mean? It 
means that if this tendency goes on 
unchecked, the control of the Gov- 
ernment in Washington will  be- 
come the supreme prize. Every- 
thing will depend on who controls 
that central power, and men Will 
fight for that prize with an inten- 
sity. that we have not known in 
this country since men felt that 
they must control the Federal pow- 
er in order to decide the issue be- 
tween the slave system and free la- 
bor. The struggle for power will 
become unmanageably acute as the 
prize for which men contend be- 
comes infinitely valuable. 

* * * 

So I say that there is a fatal 
blindness in the men and women 
who call themselves liberal and 
progressive when they are eager to 
use centralized power in order to 
do good works more quickly. They 
are preparing a bad future for 
themselves and for the things they 
care about. They are failing to see 
that if you centralize power in or- 
der to carry out progressive meas- 
ures, you will precipitate a struggle 
for power on a continental scale. 
They are flying in the face not only 
of the deepest democratic and lib- 
eral traditions of this Republic, 
but of the unmistakable lessons of 
European despotism and insecurity. 

These dazzled humanitarians, so 
intoxicated for the moment with 
the wine of power, will, if they are 
not set down and set back now, 
prove once again how hard it Is 
for the wise to undo the mistakes

The Fall PLANTING SEASO 
for EVERGREENS, IMPORTE 
DAFFODILS AND ROSES . 
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Many Treasures Destroyed and 
Others Are Endangered in 
Madrid. 


By the Associated — 
NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Some of 


the art treasures of Spain have 
suffered irreparable damage dur- 
ing the civil war and others are 
threatened as the conflict ap- 
proaches its climax. 


The finest objects in the na- 
tion’s collection, which ranks sec- 
ond only to the relics of Italy, lie 
«today in the path of the heaviest 
fighting. Madrid is a virtual store- 
house of paintings, sculptures, tap- 
estries and ancient armor. 

Magnificent canvases and beau- 
tiful buildings elsewhere have been 
despoiled by bullets and bombs, al- 
though both insurgents and loyal- 
ists say they are doing their ut- 
most to preserve artistic shrines. 


terpiece, “Burial of Count d’Orgaz,” 
was reported by Fascists when they 
conquered Toledo early this month. 
Gone with that painting from the 
Church of Santo Tome were all the 
hangings and objects in El Greco 
and San Vincente museums. Can- 
vases were mutilated by knives and 
bullets. Among these was Pass- 
ano’s sixteenth century work, “La 
Vendima.” Others were ruined in 
the fifteenth century Holy Cross 
museum, 
The famous embroidered mantle 
of the virgin of the Sagrario, 
studded with 90,000 pearls in ad- 
dition to diamonds, had been taken 
from the cathedral and packed for 
shipment. 

Cathedral Explosion. 
,One .of the war’s earliest blows 
at art was struck on July 29, when 
the historic cathedral in Alcala de 
Henares blew up. Fascist munitions 
exploded in it. 
Three days earlier, monks escap- 
ing to Italy reported all of Barce- 
lona’s churches had been sacked 
and burned. Art relics in them went 
up in smoke. 
Destruction of the roof of the 
seventeenth century cathedral at 
Palma, capital of the Island of Mal- 
lorca, was disclosed by refugees 
from the Balearic Islands. They 
said Government planes bombed it 
while the Fascists were camped 
there. 
At Zaragoza, long an insurgent 
headquarters, bombs hit the basil- 
ica of the Church of the Virgin of 
Pilar, built in 1686 around the pil- 
lar where the Virgin Mary is said 
to have appeared to the Apostle 
James 40 years after Christ’s birth. 
Shells also have fallen at Gran- 
ada, home of the Alhambra, built 
between 1248 and 1354. Granada’s 
tombs are the best in Europe. The 
works of art include those of Cano 
and El Greco. A chapel in the 
cathedral holds the casket from 
which Queen Isabella took the 
jewels she pawned for Columbus’ 
voyage of discovery. 

Treasures in El Escorial. 
Along the battle line near Madrid 
is El Escorial, massive medieval 
palace in the Guadarrama Moun- 
tains northwest of the city. What 
happens there is of utmost import- 
ance to American historians, for 
the old castle holds the only copies 
of parchment reports of Governors 
of California, Texas and Mexico to 
their Spanish Kings. 

In Oviedo stands the St. Camara 
Church, Here the suppdsed wind- 
ing sheet of Christ is kept in a 
casket of gold and blue enamel. 
The city has been bombed for weeks 
by dynamite-throwing Asturian 
miners. Fascists now are besieged 
there in the last surviving buiid- 
ings. This might mean that St. 
Camara has been destroyed. 

But the greatest art treasures are 
in Madrid. Foreseeing a _ seige, 
loyalists have moved the priceless 
works from the Museo del Prado 
(National Museum of Painting and 
Sculpture) to places of safety. 

In Madrid’s Escorial is a marble 
crucifix carved by Benvenuto Ce- 
lini, and pictures from the brushes 
of Titian, Tintoretto, El Greco, 
Zurburan and El Mudo. In the 
royal palace, proclaimed a public 
museum by the leftist Government, 
hang 16,000 tapestries woven in sil- 
ver and gold and woolen yarns.

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Son of Soap Factory Owner Left $40-a-Month 
Job to Join Auto Venture, Sold Out for 
$33,000,000, Became — aes 


By the Associated 
DETROIT, Oct. 23.—Born in 


Chatham, Ontario, Aug. 26, 1872, 
James Couzens came to Detroit in 
1890 and obtained a $40-a-month job 
as a railroad car checker. 


From the railroad offices he went 
with A. Y. Malcomson as bookkeep- 
er in a coal yard, later to become 
manager of a branch office in 
Toledo. 

It was in 1903 that Henry Ford 
and James Couzens met and the 
industrial epic of Detroit began. 
It came about. through Malcomson, 
who in offering to advance Ford 
some capital to start his third auto- 
motive venture, stipulated that he 
should mame a representative in 
the management. The man he 
named was James Couzens and 
Couzens’ duty was to see that the 
$3000 Malcémson had promised to 
advance was not needlessly dissi- 
pated and also to try to line up 
investors. 

Mr. Couzens became secretary of 
the company, but to the men who 
worked in the plants he really was 
regarded as the general manager. 
For 13 years he was the business 
‘brains of the greatest of motor fac- 
tories. The company met with im- 
mediate financial success. In the 
first year it paid out $12,000 in 
dividends. Mr. Cougens originally 
purchased 25 shares at $100 a share, 
paying $1000 in cash and giving 
notes for the remainder. Subse- 
quently he acquired 85 additional 
shares and when a stock dividend 
of 1900 per cent was declared he 
came into possession of a total of 
2180 shares, 

It generally has been regarded 
as largely due to his financial 
administration that up to the time 
the stock of the minority share- 
holders was taken over by Henry 
and Edsel Ford in 1919, total divi- 
dends. paid out by the com- 
pany amounted to $96,290,385.96. 
This was 16 years after the com- 
pany was organized. 

Sold Out for 33 Millions. 

When Mr. Couzens finally sold 
his 2180 shares of stock to Henry 
and Edsel Ford he received $33,- 
000,000. In his income tax return 
for 1919 he paid the Government 
$7,281,807.59. The Treasury later 
declared this was insufficient and 
a tax suit resulted. 


That Couzens put more than the 
original $2500 investment into the 
Ford Motor Co. was attested to by 
the fact that he was gray-haired 
by the time he was 40, although as 
vigorous as any man could be at 
that age. 

When Mr. Couzens started as 
secretary of the company his sal- 
ary was $200 a month. After 
Mr. Ford purchased the Malcomson 
stock in 1906, thus obtaining ma- 
pority control. Mr. Couzens was 
made a director and treasurer to 
succeed Malsomson. 

A few months later Couzens 
wrote Ford asking for an increase 


in salary. 
“T think you are fully conver 


sant.” he wrote, “with the amount 
of work and responsibilities in- 
volved in my work and particular- 
ly during the last year as well as 
the present timé; also that the com- 
pensation is not in accordance with 
what others in like positions in oth- 
er companies are receiving. You 
said I should receive $10,000 per 
annum and an amount on each car 
sold.” He asked 90 cents on every 
“Model N” sold, and $3 for every 
“K Model” delivered. 


His request was granted. A year 
later the salary was increased to 
$25,000 a year and in January, 1908, 
stockholders voted to increase 
Ford’s and Couzens’ salaries to 
$75,000 a year each. When Couzens 
left the company in 1915, following 
the disagreement with Ford his 
salary was $150,000 a year.

“IT had disagreed with Mr. Ford’s 
utterances on finance, unprepared- 
ness and about everything else of 
late,” he was quoted as saying. “I 
was quite willing to work with Mr.

When in November, 1922, after 
Truman H. Newberry had resigned 
from the Senate, Mr. Couzens was 
appointed to succeed him, it was 


over the protest of Detroit civic. 


leaders who argued with Gov. Alex 
J. Groesbeck that Couzens’ value 
to the city as Mayor was of para- 
mount importance. 


In the Senate he soon brought 
down upon himself criticism from 
various quarters by coming out for 
modification of the Volstead Act. 
To the storm of protest he replied 
with numerous speeches advocating 
“old-fashioned beer.” 

Then followed the controversy 
with Secretary of the Treasury 
Melion that brought sharp words 
on both sides. It continued after 
Mr, Couzens was elected in 1924 to 
serve the full term, and probably 
had its final outburst in March, 
1928, when Couzens introduced 
a resolution in the Senate de- 
manding Melion’s resignation. The 
resolution was pigeon-holed. 

The Couzens-Ford break came 
out into the open in 1923. It was 
shortly after Couzens’ espousal of a 
modification of the prohibition law. 
Ford severely criticised Mr. Couz- 
ens for his stand. Ford suggested 
that the military and naval forces 
be used to enforce prohibition. This 
in turn was attacked by Couzens. 
Ford said Mr. Couzens was advo- 
cating modification merely to keep 
himself in the public eye. It was 
about that time the “Ford-for-pres- 
ident” boom was under way. Ina 
prepared speech before the Detroit 
Republican club on Oct. 31, 1923, 
Mr. Couzens bitterly denounced the 
Ford boom, 

Reading from his manuscript and 
seeking to keep his voice under 
control, Couzens said: | 

“Not only do I want to save Ford 
from the greatest humiliation that 
ever could befall a man, but I want 
equally to save the United States 
Government from the humiliation 
it would suffer if a man of Ford’: 
experience and training got into 
the White House. 

“I never loved a man and thought 
so much of a man in his place as 
I do Henry Ford. “There never was 
a man who was kinder and more 
thoughtful to me than Henry Ford, 
and I wouldn’t make this state- 
ment now, -even though he has 
charged me with insincerity of pur- 
pose, except that he is a candidate 
for the presidency of the United 
States.” 

Gave Much to Charity. 

A few weeks later Henry Ford 
came out for Calvin Coolidge for 
President, and it was not long aft- 
erward that Ford and Couzens 
were seeing each other again, at 
family social functions and other 
times. 

Couzens gave millions to charity 


and in this was joined by Mrs. Gou- 


zens. The exact amount perhaps 
never will be known, but it was 
well in excess of $20,000,000. In- 
variably these benefactions had as 
their inspiration the plight of han- 
dicapped or underdeveloped chil- 
dren. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars were given each year to or- 
phanages, children’s hospitals and 
nurses’ homes. To the Children’s 
Hospital of Michigan he gave ap-

MANY ON RELIEF IN MAINE 
REPORTED BARRED AS VOTERS 


Chairman of Senate Committee Says 
These Persons Are Placed 
Under Pauper Law. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Chair- 
man Lonergan (Dem.), Connecticut, 
of the special Senate committee in- 
vestigating campaign spending said 
today that its agents in Maine had 


reported that “thousands of voters; 


were threatened with disqualifica- 
tion as voters because of their 
status on relief rolls.” 

“Many voters failed to appear to 
register and vote because they had 
been told they would be challenged 
on this ground,” he quoted commit- 
tee investigators as saying. The in- 
vestigators’ report is being studied 
by Walter Myers, committee attor- 
ney, Lonergan said. 

Lonergan said agents found that 
citizens on relief in Maine “had 
been classified as paupers and were 
denied the right to vote” by a State 
statute. 

“Investigators reported,” the com- 
said, “that voters were 
threatened by statements from elec- 
tion officials to the effect that they 
would not be eligible to vote and 
that these statements wer support- 
ed by a letter from the office of the 
State’s Attorney-General.” 

Lonergan quoted sections of the 
State health and welfare laws, 


which said that “no person shall be| — 


deemed a pauper by reason of hav- 
ing received the benefit of any 
funds” spent for “care, support, 
medical or surgical treatment, or 


| education.”

SOONERS GIVEN 
G00D CHANCE TO 
BEAT NEBRASKA 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 23.—Rugged 
individualism as well as robust 
combinations will be tested tomor- 
row in the Nebraska-Oklahoma Big 
Six football game at Norman. 

Both the Sooners and Cornhusk- 
ers have individual performers of 
more than average ability, and the 
oustanding of these performers play 
similar positions on their respec- 
tive teams, thus affording a basis of 
comparison. 


Two Fine Fullbacks. 

| At fullback, for ‘instance, Nebras- 
ka has its Sam Francis and Okia- 
homa has its Bill Breeden. Francis, 
'Olympic southpaw shotputter, was 
a standout in Nebraska’s games 
with Minnesota and Indiana, and he 
is being boomed for All-America 
honors. 

Breeden, 200 pounds of dynamite, 
is the blasting power of the Okla- 
‘homa offense, and Sooner fans look 
no further in lining up their favor- 
ite. 

At center, Oklahoma has Big Red 
Conkright, a bulky junior who was 
a one-man dragnet to snare Kan- 
sas passes last week. He is a pep- 
per-pot, a bundle of inspiration. 

Nebraska bobbed up this year 
with Sophomore Charley Brock, an 
aggressive pivot man who befud- 
died the Minnesota offense with his 
now-I’m-here, now-I’m-there tactics. 

Nebraska is justly proud of its 
ends, tall Les McDonald and taller 
Elmer Dohrmann. Oklahomans 
think their Pete Smith and Walter 
Young can stop anything but an 
epidemic. 

These individual battles, however, 
cannot overshadow the real issue— 
a battle of teams which will go far 
toward determining where the 
flighty Bix Six title will come to 
rest. 

The edge earlier ‘conceded Nebras- 
ka today had vanished, wafted away 
by a combination of circumstances. 
There is the little matter of physi- 
cal and mental condition. Nebras- 
ka has played two tough games in 
succession, both games: taxing their 
physical stamina to the limit and 
being bound ‘o leave them without 
that keyed-up mental edge so im- 
portant for an important game. Ok- 
lahoma played a hard game against 
Texas two weeks ago. A week ago, 
the Sooners coasted against Kan- 
sas. Today, they are mentally on 
edge, physically fresh. 


The home field factor also favors 
the Sooners. Nebraska notoriously 
is a home-field club, although it 
seems to do right well for itself on 
foreign pastures, particularly in its 
own sector. However, often Ne- 
braska teams have bumped into a 
warm spell at Norman, the wilting 
Huskers tripping over their own 
tongues. Latest reports, however, 
indicate the Nebraskans sent their 
own weather on ahead, so that ad- 
vantage may be minimized. 

The game will match two fine 
backfieids. Oklahoma has its first 
string of Breeden, Elmo Hewes, Al 
Corrotto and Jack Baer, all clever, 
versatile lads who mesh on offense 
like a transmission.

Lead in Sullivan Award Ballot

NEW YORK, Oct. 


?5.—With the préliminary voting already 
-in its final month, a pair of Olympic champions anf world record 


holders, Glenn Morris and Jesse Owens, are leading the way in the 
balloting for the 1936 James E. Sullivan trophy award. 


More than half of the 600 national 
sports experts and leaders already 
have cast their vote for the award 
which is made annually to the ath- 
lete “who by his performance, ex- 
ample and influence as an amateur 
and a man has done most during 
the year to advance the cause of 
sportsmanship.” 

The 600 have until Nov. 15 to nom- 
inate three candidates each for the 
honor. From the names thus voted, 
the special committee assigned by 
the A. A. U. chooses 10 and resub- 
mits them to the 600 for final bal- 
loting. 

Returns thus far show Morris, the 
Fort Collins (Colo.) allround ath- 
lete, who dominated the Olympics 
in his decathlon specialty, is slight- 
ly ahead of Owens, Ohio State’s 
three-crown winner at last sum- 
mer’s international games. 

Others among the first five in 
voting so far are Johnny Fischer 
of Cincinnati, winner of the U. S. 


Nebraska has Lloyd Cardwell to 
sweep the ends or knife the tackles.

Retail and Wholesale Volume Expands— 
Bank Deposits Heavier—Rising Farm 
Income—More Jobs.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23-—Dun 
Bradstreet reports, in the weekly 


wholesale business was well sus- 
tained by growing reorders and 
mounting commitments for the 
Christmas shopping period. 

Schedules in many of the durable 
and consumer | industries 
were advanced as further additions 
were made to bulky backlogs. 

The agency estimates retail sales 
for the country as a whole were 
2 to 5 per cent ahead of the preced- 
ing week and from 8 to 20 per cent 
over the comparable 1935 period. 
Percentage gains over 1935 in the 
major geographical areas were: 
New England, 12 to 18; East 8 to 
15; Middle West, 13 to 19; North- 
west, 18 to 25; South, 20 to 25; 
Southwest, 20 to 30, and Pacific 
Coast, 14 to 18. 

The report says there was a lag 
in demand for heavy apparel, such 
as women’s sport coats and knitted 
outerwear, due to the weather. 

Orders to wholesalers were main- 
tained at a steady rate, despite de- 
cline in reorders in some of the 
women’s wear branches. While vol- 
ume was off about 5 per cent for 
the week, it ranged from 16 to 20 
per cent larger than that for the 
same 1935 period.

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Spending and Growth of 
Federal Bureau’s, in Ad- 
dress at Chicago. 


NATION ‘ALREADY 
iN POOR HOUSE’ 


Roosevelt ‘Playing Foot- 
ball, and the People Are 
the Ball’—Asks Demo- 
crats to Vote for Landon. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 23—Alfred E. 
Smith, Democratic candidate for 
President in 1928, said in a speech 
here last night that he was satis- 
fied “millions and millions of Jef- 
fersonian Democrats” would vote 
for Gov. Landon. The speech was 
the third he has made against the 
Roosevelt administration this 
month. 

He said the New Deal was “play- 
ing football, and the rank and file 
of the American people are the 
football.” , 

“On Nov. 3,” he continued, “Dem- 
ocrats who believe in the fundamen- 
tal principles of the Democratic 
Party, who regard it as their po- 
litical byword, Democrats who be- 
lieve in the 1932 platform and want 
it enforced—will go to the polls and 
go cast their votes as.to let the 
New Deal play football, while a 
different administration will give a 
gane, orderly, sensible comprehen- 
sive administration under Gov. 
Landon of Kansas.” 

“Saving” Democratic Party. 

Smith said he was speaking 
against the New Deal because he 
believed he was “actually helping 
to save the Democratic party.” 

Discussing the national debt at 
length, he said it would take 65,000 
years to pay off the $34,000,000,000 
he asserted was now owed by the 
government, if it were paid at the 
rate of $1 a minute. 

“Who is going to pay it?” he 
msked, then answered, “We are.” 

“When I hear this talk about 
goaking the rich,” he continued, 
“you know if we took all the rich 
men in the country and stood them 
on their heads and took everything 
away from them including their 
undershirts, you could not begin to 
pay any part of it.” 

“It is going to be paid by the 


moving people from one place to 
the other whether they wanted to 
go or not.” 

He said another $2,000,000 was 
allocated “to a political propaganda 
machine that is known as the Na- 
tional Emergency Council.” 

“It is a nice place,” he continued, 
“to fix a fellow that can’t earn 
anything any other way—put him 
with the council. Its chief accom- 
plishment up to date has been the 
publication of a book showing by 
congressional districts how much 
public funds have been spent in 
each econgrc3sional district, and 
they are sent to the Congressmen 
so that the Congressman can come 
to his constituency and say, ‘Here 
is what I brought home. Here is 
how much of the bacon you got 
during the last. two years because 
I was a member of Congress.’” 
On Bonus Being “Out of Way.” 
Referring to Roosevelt’s recent 


statement that the “bonus payment 
is now out of the way,” he said: 


“We borrowed the money and we 
owe it. It cannot possibly be out 
of the way; it cannot possibly be 
no longer an obligation. Not only 
do we owe it, but at 2 per cent we 
are going to pay $30,000,000 a year 
interest on it.” 

Turning to the 1932 campaign, he 
asked: 


what it means to the Democrats 
who were put out in the front line 
in 1932 to do the battling? 
“I will tell you how it feels. I 
was one of them. I went out in 
the battle of 1932 for this adminis- 
tration and went through New En- 
gland and New York State. So did 
Joe Ely. So did Bainbridge Colby. 
So did John W. Davis. So did Jim 
Reed. So did Col. Breckenridge. 
“When they see what happened, 
when they see this complete repu- 
diation, when they see not only a 
broken promise but the directly op- 
posite thing, where are they? They 
are out on a limb holding the bag, 
driven out of the party, because 
some new bunch that nobody ever 
heard of in his life before came in 
and took ch@rge of things and 


rank and file. Now, who says that? 


Does that come from me? I will 
show you who that comes from. 
At Pittsburgh, about a week ago, 
the President was making a speech 
and he spoke about debt and he 
referred to the debt as ‘the crush- 
ing load.’ That is his exact words. 
A ‘crushing load. We know that. 
Here is how he says it is going to 
be paid; it is going to be paid out 
of an increased national income, an 
increased individual income pro- 
duced by national prosperity. 

He Tells What It Means. 

“Now I analyzed that for myself 
the other day and I tried to reduce 
it down to the simple language of 
the sidewalk, and it means this, the 
more you make, the more we take.” 

Smith said the money to pay the 
debt “is going to come out of the 
pay envelopes, from the proceeds of 
the sale of stock on the farm, from 
the cash register in the office of 
the small business man, and from 
the treasury of the large corpora- 
tions.” 

“Any government, like any fam- 
ily,” he said, “can for a year spend 
a little more than it earns, but you 
and I know that a continuation of 
that habit means the poor house. 
That was said by the President on 
the 30th of July, in the city of Al- 
bany, in 1932. I submit we are al- 
ready there.” 

He said the allocation of relief 
funds to the various governthental 
departments by the President in- 
stead of having Congress distribute 
the appropriations “means dicta- 
torship.” 

“The duly elected and properly 
accredited representatives of the 
people,” he said, “should be the 
master of the country’s purse 
strings.”

While he was discussing the na- 
tional debt, a gray-haired man, 
identified by police as Harry Trcak, 
an employe of a Polish language 
newspaper, ran down the center 
aisle of the crowded Civic Opera

Farewell to King

R. BAKST, young teacher of 

mathematics at Columbia Uni- 

versity, thinks he has a sure 
formula for winning on horse 
races. “He tried it and won, 1000 
times, not with money, just men- 
tally.” 

Anyone can win mentally, they 
do it constantly at Monte Carlo 
and elséwhere, but nobody can win 
MONEY, except accidentally — 
never in the long run. 

Thé clammy fact is that a crowd 
of geese take a certain amount of 
money to the track; they pay the 

ef racing, pay to get in, 
and pay to get out. Bookmakers, 
who stafted with nothing and live 
well, must have their share. Men 
cannot win when they elways put 
in more than they take out. The 
only winning “system” on the race- 
track consists in pushing a sponge 
in the nostril of some-unfortunate 
horse to prevent breathing, and 
make him lose, or stimulating him 
with drugs to maké him go faster. 
Such “systems” are not for the or- 


dinary public. 


This column referred to “prosper- 
eus stockbrokers;” immediately one 
broker writes that American stock- 
brokers are removed a distance of 
several “light years” from the old 
prosperity. The stock boom has 
not meant profit for brokers. They 
cannot “break even” except on 1,- 
500,000-share days, or better. Re- 
strictions and regulations, brokers 
say, have driven business from the 
United States to British exchanges. 


Montreal, Toronto, London — 
where commission rates are 60 to 
100 per cent greater than in New 
York; the London exchange does 
from 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 shares a 
day. 

This is good news for those who 
think it desirable to destroy stock 
exchanges and stock brokers; not 
so good for others, who believe 
that a liquid market for securities 
must be maintained—and that it is 
a good thing to keep American 
money, including brokers’ commis- 
sions, in the United States. 


Dr. Foster Kennedy, professor of 
clinical neurology at Cornell Uni- 
versity, says deafness is caused by 
our noisy Civilization. Ear troubles 
cause chronic ill health, and pre- 
mature old age; sudden noises, 
steam whistles or explosions, are 
especially bad, in the shock to the 
nerves.

F ss she never went out with- 

out a book to read because 

she never knew when she was go- 
ing to be arrested. I never go out 
without one because I never know 
when I may be able to use it,” said 
Kathryn Turney Garten, as she 
gathered up her things at the con- 
clusion of our talk in her room at 
the Park Plaza. She was going 
across to Belleville to give a book 
review before a woman’s club, her 
way of supporting herself, her 
mother and a semi-invalid sister 
in Indianapolis. 
A slender, sleekly-groomed wom- 
an of unguessable years despite her 
gray hair, Mrs. Garten—Mr. was 
“left along the way somewhere”’— 
speaks with intensity and pre- 
ciseness which must explain in part 
why she has been able to increase 
her department store audiences 
here from 65 to between 1100 and 
1200.. It must have been faith in 
the smoothness of her words, too, 
which induced managers of radio 
station KSD to allow her to give 
her program of musical biographies 
without a script, the only person 
ever permitted to do so. 
Mrs. Garten, whose engagements 
will take her over seven states of 
the Middle West this fall, will re- 
turn to St. Louis to review “Gone 
With the Wind” Friday evening, 
Nov. 6, at Mary Institute for the 
benefit of the scholarship fund of 
the school, — 
But if when she stepped onto 
the platform and got the first 
glimpse of her audience she real- 
ized that they couldn’t take “Gone 
With the Wind” the way she had 
planned to give it, she could re- 
vamp her review, ex tempore, with- 
out anyone knowing the difference. 
That’s the advantage, she says, in 
not using notes of any kind—the 
review still remains plastic in your 
mind. If, on the other hand, she 
decided that the audience couldn't 
take “Gone With the Wind” in any 
form, she might switch off and give 
them the story of Peggy in “The 
Gorgeous Hussy,” not the Joan 
Crawford version, but the real 
thing. 

That has happened to her fre- 
quently, Mrs. Carten admitted with 
a resigned gesture of expressive 
hands. “One time I was asked to 
give a review for a club group in 
Indianapolis, and to fit their pro- 
gram of study for the year, I chose 
Ludwig Lewisohn’s ‘Expression in 
America,’ a fine, closely knit book. 
Well, when one‘of the women called 
for me, I noticed that in the back 


peonies wrapped in newspaper and 
two sacks of mints. Now, of course, 
there’s nothing wrong with peonies 
wrapped in newspapers or sacks of 
mints. They simply indicated a cer- 
tain type of mind to me. I began to 
have doubts about my choice of 
book. At luncheon before the meet- 
ing, the chairman turned to me and 
said, ‘Oh, Mrs. Carten, you don’t 
mind if the girls play bridge while 
you read your paper, do you?’ To 
which I replied certainly I did and 
that if they wanted to play bridge, I 
would every bit as soon not talk, 
but if I talked I expected the cour- 
tesy of attenfflon. I could never 
have held it with ‘Expression in 
America,’ but I did with ‘The Gor- 
geous Hussy.’ Only one of the 38 
women went to sleep.” 

Mrs. Garten suspects that 85 per 
cent of her hearers come because 
they are too busy or too lazy to 
read, or because “everyone’s” going 
to lectures in the community, and 
that consequently most of them 
have not read the beok she is re- 
viewing. If they had, she feels they 
would derive a great deal more 
from her type of review. She rare- 
ly expresses personal opinion in her 
talks, modestly feeling that no one 
is interested in it, and confines her- 
self to an interpretative analysis of 
the book. “I always try to remem-

ber what Schumann said about crit- 
icism in his ‘Musical Journal’—that 
the only real criticism is that which 
‘recreates the essencé of a work of 
art in another medium.’ The beauty 
of that sort of review is. that I 
needn't limit myself to just one 
book. One can’t help drawing com- 
parisons between this book and 
that, to sharpen the interpretation. 
For instance, it is inevitable that 
readers should expect some likeness 
pointed out between ‘Gone With the 
Wind’ and ‘Anthony Adverse,’ not 
that they are similar really, except 
that both are first-novels and both 
were almost instantaneous suc- 
cesses.” 


The reviewer is particularly fond 
of books rich enough in their back- 
ground so that she can bring in 
correlated material which will 
help explain them in the light of 
the experience of her audience. She 
does not limit herself to current 
publications. One of her favorite 
talks is about the James family, 
which contributed greatly to Amer- 
ican thought during the nineteenth 
and twentieth century. Her nu- 
cleus is the journal of Alice James, 
sister of philosopher William and 
novelist, Henry; and the immediate 
springboard is a sentence from the 
journal comparing William’s mind 
to the family home with 14 doors in 
it, all of them opening out.

Operation by 
Use of Ether 


Doctors Tried Out Dentist’s 
Discovery of Anesthesia 90 
Years Ago.

INETY YEARS ago at the 
Massachusetts General Hospi- 
tal in Boston, a little group of 
men were waiting impatiently in 
the surgical amphitheater. A 
patient was lying 
on the table, hav- 
ing fortified him- 
self to submit to 
the removal of a

The surgeons wore long, formal 
black broadcloth frock coats; there 
was not a sterile gown in sight;

There was no wash bowl for them 
to wash their hands; they did that 
after the operation, because then 
the hands would be bloody and need 
it. The instruments were laid out 
—they would be conspicuous today 
because of their bone and wooden 
handles, They had been washed 
and polished a few days before, 
and would be again after the oper- 
ation, but not boiled—that might 
affect the temper of the knives— 
nor sterilized in any way. 

There was no apparatus for 
anesthesia in the room. No ether 
cans. No smell of ether — that 
would seem queer to a patient in 
a modern hospital.

UT that was the cause of the 
B impatience, because a few days 
before, a dentist, Dr. William T. 
G. Morton, had approached the 
senior surgeon of the group, Dr. 
John Collins Warren, and had told 
him that he had discovered a meth- 
od by which patients could be made 
insensible during a surgical opera- 
tion—by the inhalation of sulphuric 
ether. It was something that the 
surtical world had long wanted to 
hear. Dr. Warren himself had used 
many substances—including hyp- 
notism and mesmerism—but they 
were all humbugs; when the knife 
was applied to the patient's flesh, 

he immediately awoke. 

But always alert and ready to 
advance, Dr. Warren had listened 
to Dr. Morton’s account of how he 
had pulled teeth under its influ- 
ence, and had decided to give him 
a trial. This was the morning ap- 
pointed and Dr. Morton was late. 
As time went on the impatience of 
the little group turned to anger. Dr. 
Morton, they thought, was one of 
the long line of humbugs—he had 
become panicky at the idea of fail- 
ure or exposure from a public dem- 
onstration and had decided not to 
appear. 

“As Dr. Morton has not arrived 
I presume he is otherwise en- 
gaged,” said Dr. Warren, at last in 
a bard voice and choosing an in- 
strument turned to the patient to 
begin. The feelings of the patient 
have never been recorded-—every- 
body else has written at length on 
the matter—and it may be won- 
dered whether he was disappointed 
or relieved. After all, thie drug was 
a new thing, and though he had 
consented to try it, perhaps the 
operation would not be so bad 
after all: Dr. Warren had a repu- 
tation for quickness in such things. 

But just then Dr. Morton en- 
tered. He had been delayed be- 
cause Dr. A. A. Gould, a zoologist 
and friend of Agassiz’s, had sug- 
gested an improvement in the ap- 
paratus, and together they had sat 
up all night to arrange it. 

At Dr. Warren's abrupt, “Well, 
sir, your patient is ready,” Dr. Mor- 
ton leaned over and the keen, eweet 
smell of ether filled a surgical 
operating room for the first time. 
Soon he was able to say, “Dr. War- 
ren, your patient is ready,” and in- 
credulously the old gentleman 
made his incision. In about five 
minutes he had dissected out the 
tumor. The patient had made no 
sign of pain, nor any struggle. When 
he did wake up he remembered 
nothing about the operation. 
“Gentlemen,” Dr, Warren said, 
“this is no humbug.” 

Time has proved the truth of his 
judgment.

An Educator 
Writes About 
Mind Growth 


By The Rev. J. F. Newton 


“W HAT we need is continu- 


ous education which lasts 

all through life,” wrote 
Charles W. Eliot, the late president 
of Harvard. 

Taking these words as a kind of 
text, Dr. William Sheldon has writ- 
ten a great book, in which he asks 
and tries to answer one of the most 
startling questions any man of 
science ever asked. 

Why is there such a tragic waste 
of mind, such “a dying back of the 
brain” in so many people, which 
makes the later years of life a sad 
caricature of what it promised to 
be in early youth? 

The days of vouth teem with 
faiths, hopes, dreams, plans. Then 
by forty, the same mind is so often 
vulgar, smug, hard, dead—clever, 
yes, but not creative—like a tree 
blighted at the top. 

Years ago William James said 
that few of us have a fresh, vital 
idea after twenty-five. It is appal- 
ing, if, true, and Dr. Sheldon says 
it is true—and the greatest tragedy 
in the world. . 

It is at thirty-five that we reach 
the sharp curve, he tells us. A 
half dozen sentences spoken by a 
man at that age, reveals whether 
his mind is still growing or has be- 
gun to decay. 

Only a few go on to mental 
growth. One cannot tell them at 
first, except that they are apt to be 
more shy, less certain of them- 
selves, and often seem quite unde- 
veloped. 

But they keep a certain sensi- 
tiveness, they are eager for new 
knowledge, and carry the wonder 
of the child into adult life. While 
others are smart, know it all, and 
have stopped growing. 

So many are like runners in a 
race, they start at a fine spéed, 
but looking back they see others 
slowing up, crippled or sick. They 
hesitate for a little, then drop back 
to the common pace. 

Those who keep alive can learn 
as fast in age as in youth. They 
do not let the flame die back to the 
dull smudge of a coal that did not 
catch. They live forward to the 
end. i 

It is up to us whether we go on
